Wirn the full consent, of the 
Emperor, Japan has assumed. the 
effective protectorate of Corea, a 
step’ which she has been actually 
forced by circumstances to take. The 
only alternative was for the‘neutra~ 
lisation and protection of Corea to 
be undértaken by an. international 
commission, a step “which evidently 
did not commend itself :to the 
Powers. Even those who like the

“The Manifesto,” says’ the“ Japan 
Daily Mail,” “is a very lengthy docu:

What 
may be the relation between Japan 
and Corea ultimately no-one can 
predict, but it is very plain that the 
recall of Corea’s Ministers abroad, 
and the withdrawal of Foreign Min- 
isters from Seoul, are steps which will 
soon enter the domain of practical 
politics, Certain publicists see in 
this course an evidence that Corea’s 
independence is about to be forfeited, 
bub they fail to see that aconvention 
already pledges Corea to accept a 
Japanese adviser in foreign affairs 
and to follow his advice . . Still more 
evident is it that for Corea to main- 
tain Ministers in foreign countries 
is only idle show. There is nothing 
for it but to entrast the manage- 
ment of these matters to a friendly 
Power, and to rely on its aid, 
~ Who is there who does not wish 
to avoid alien interference and to 
reserve his country’s independence? 
ut if there be neither competence 
to order one’s domestic affairs, nor 
competence to resent foreign con- 
tempt, what remains but to seek rid 
and to cultivate ability ?” 

Corea’s independence and integrity 
were respected by Japan as long as 
Corea respected them herself, but 
when it was seen that her Ministers 
had adopted Mr. Pavlow as their 
counsellor and guide, and that the 
country was falling entirely under 
Russian influences, the danger to 
Japan became so imminent that 
Japan was obliged to act. Our Go- 
vernment has ri zhtly recognised the 
predominance of Japan in Corea, 
and in taking charge of the finances 
and the foreign affairs of Corea, the 
capital and the treaty ports, Japan 
safeguards her own interests, the 
best interests of Corea herself, and 
the peace of the Far Kast. That she 
must thereby make enemies of those 
who hoped to exploit Corea for 
their own purposes is inevitable, 
What has made Japanese predomin- 
ance unpopular in Corea has been 
the ill-treatment, on which we have 
commented from time to time in 
there columns, that the Coreans have 
too often received from the low-class 
Japanese who have formed a large 
proportion of the immigrants into 
the country, Bus this is now being 
taken in hand by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, who are not blind to the 
injury that their own subjects have 
done their country, and Mr, Kame- 
yama and the other Japayese officia!s 
in Seoul have just drawn up a 
schedule of regulations for the better 
control of Japanese subjects in Corea, 
which must have been sent by this 
time to the various Cousulates for 
strict enforcement. “The large body 
of Japanese settlers,” says the “Japan 
Mail,” “nearly fifty thousand in all, 
include hundreds and thousands of 
persons belonging to a very low, if 


nob;the lowest, grade of society, and 
the licence; exercised by them is 
probably greater in proportion and 
certainly greater in volume” than 
that exercised by other irresponsible 
foreigners in the country. It must 
not be overlooked that while a spirit 
of patriotism may in some cases 
inspire opposition to the Japanese 
protectorate, there is also a large 
body of officials of all ranks who 
realise that the reforms which the 
fear that Japan will inspire will 
seriously curtail the opportunities 
they have hitherto enjoyed to get 
rich at the public expense ; and this 
applies also to some of the foreigners 
who are loud in denouncing the 
Japanese.

Numerical inferiority can be compen- 
sated'for by greater efficiency. As 
laces are not wanting where Eng- 
Thnd's defences ‘are week, it. would 
be a mistake to consider a landing in 
England as achimera. The distance 
is short enough, if an Admiral of 
daring succeeds in securing supremacy 
on the sea for a shord time. The 
material basis of our power is large 
enough to make it possible for us to 
destroy the present superiority of 
Great Britain, bub Germany must 
prepare beforehand for what is to 
come, and must arm in time. Ger- 
inany has arrived ab one of the most 
critical moments in her. history, and 
her fleet is too weak to fulfil the task 
for which it is intended, We must 
arm ourselves in time with all our 
might, and prepare ourselves _for 
what is to come without losing a day, 
for it is not possible to improvise 
victories on the sea, where the 
excellence of the material, and the 
greater skill in handling it, are of 
supreme importance,” 

‘his is bellicose enough ; bnt it is 
not official, it is the pronouncement 
‘of one man whose trade is war, and 
it must be remembered that these 
menaces are intended for home con- 
sumption. Itis the Kaiser’s ambition 
to havea very big navy to match his 
very big army, although, as General 
yon der Goltz, himself admits, 
Germany does nob require nearly so 
large a navy as Great Britain. To 
get the German people to consent to 
.giving him this navy, every possible 
expedient has to be tried, and this 
accounts for the hints thad are 
constantly appearing in the German 
Press that Germany musb be pre- 
pared in time for-a struggle with Eng- 
land, while anyone in ‘Gnglana who 
argued that Germany must be attack- 
ed before she became too powerful 
would be put down as a dangerous 
lunatic, Ib is reassuring to read, 
however, in another urticle in the 
same “Monthly Review”—an article 
on “The Imperial German Navy,” 
by L. Cope Cornford: “The official 
statement of naval policy is to the 
effect that itis purely defensive, To 
venture upon a last expression of 
personal opinion, ab the end of some- 
what close study of the Navy itself, 
Isee no reason to doubt that state- 
ment.” This is his conclusion; but 
before proceeding to a detailed des- 
cription of the German navy as it is, 
he writes, in reference to the fear 
that that navy is really built and 
organised to threaten the seapower 
of England: “This theory has been 
ofcen stated in the public Press. Ib 
seems reasonable to enquire upon 
what evidence it rests, ‘So far asI 
have been. able to discover, the 
evidence resides, first, in the state- 
ments of those profound thinkers 
upon the subject. who have, by 





processes known only to themselves, 
arrived at the conviction that a 
menace isintended; and second, in 
the irresponsible and quite fallacious 
newspaper articles and sporadic 
speeches of rash people, published 
both in Germany and at home. The 
value of the evidence first mentioned, 
that of the statements of persons 
who have attained conviction, is 
strictly personal. It depends on the 
value of the person holding the 
belief. The value of the evidence of 
the newspaper press can—it is only 
an opinion, of course,—scarce be 
underrated, as evidence. It is, for 
instance—or it ought to be—notori- 
ous that extracts from the fvolish and 
excited diatribes in German provin- 
cial papers of exceedingly limited 
circulation, are telegraphed to the 
great dailies over here, where they 
are printed without distinction in 
the same column with extracts from 
newspapers of high standing. It is 
not to be supposed either that these 
excerpts _represenb intelligent Ger- 
man opinion, or that the British 
public can discriminate between 
them, ‘The result is a vague irrita- 
tion on both sides the water ; which 
is apparently fostered with care by 
those to whose interests ib is to 
excite that kind of emotion, So, at 
least, one is driven to suppose; since 
it is perfectly obvious to the least 
observant that, on the one hand, if— 
to put it broadly—Germany intends 
war with England, the policy should 
be to affect ignorance of that sinister 
design; while, on the other hand, if 
Germany does not desire war with 
England, it must be a disastrous 
folly to provoke it. And all the 
time the great proportion of the 
intelligent and educated persons in 
both countries continue to deplore 
the injurious posture of affairs. ‘The 
German and the Englishman are of 
the same blood, when all is said. It 
is scarce unreasonable to suppose 
that an alliance between the two 
nations should be both natural and 
enduring.” 

This is a rather long quotation, 
bus it is justified by the importance 
of the subject. In the Far East, 
at any rate, Germans and English 
have always been on the best possible 
terms, and the ill-feeling whic’ has 
grown up at home is unintelligible to 
us here, That there is much com- 
mercial rivalry between the two 
peoples is obvious, but it is perfectly 
good-natured; and as both peoples 
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realise that a war between them 
would be suicidal to both, it is 
strange they should even dally with 
such a dangerous subject, King 
Edward and the Kaiser are both 
devotees of peace, and both must 
fally recognise the fully of the 
recriminations in which irresponsible 
publicists permit themselves to in- 
dulge, 





THE EXTENSION 
OF COMMERCE IN 
THE FAR EAST.

Proressor J, W. JENKS, whose 
efforts to persuade China to adopt a 
stable currency with a gold basis 
will, we trust, in the end be more 
fruitf.l than they seem to be at the 
moment, has written an article in 
the October number of the “North 
American Review,” with the title, 
“How to Extend Commerce in the 
Far East.” The precisian might sug- 
gest that a more appropriate descrip- 
tion of the article would be “The 
Extension of American Commerce 
with the Far East.” It is especially 
addressed to Americans, bub the 
advice that Professor Jenks gives is 
valuable to all who trade with this 
part of the world. Au outstanding 
feature of his advice is that it is 
eminently practical ; naturally it is 
not all original, but ib is valuable as 
being the adaptation of well-known 
principles to special circumstances, 
Professor Jenks begins by pointing 
out that economic science must be 
based upon actnal business ; and “it 
will be assumed also as fundamental 
that business is a complicated sub- 
ject, requiring intelligence and train- 
ing to understand it thoroughly, and 
ability, often of a very high order, to 
conduct it successfully on any large 
scale. The needed training must be 
gained in good part in actual touch 
with business itself, but the training 
in a business house may, doubtless, 
be shortened, and likewise made 
broader and better suited to modern 
operations on a world-wide scale, bj 
preliminary study in special schools 
and colleges adapted to that end.” 
‘The English clerk asa rule gets all 
his knowledge of business at his desk 
as he gradually rises to higher posi- 
tions. The American clerk no doubt 
saves time by the study of business 
principles at a college, and he should 
make a better business man ; ns the 
youngster who has studied the theory 
of engineering before going to work 
in an engineroom makes a better 
engineer than he who has learnt all 
he knows about engines in the 
engine-room itself. 

Professor Jenks «requires a very 
good grounding in business principles 
in the young man who is going into 
commerce. ‘elt ie generally. conced- 
ed that, besides the [principles of 
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accounting and cost-keeping referred 
to, one should possess a fair 
Knowledge of foreign exchange, a 
comprehensive outiook over the 
most important morkets for the 
purchase and sale of leading staple 
products, a reasonable understanding 
of shipping by water and rail routes, 
and the relative costs of different 
routes and classes of freights, an 
insight in'o the fundamental princi- 
ples of commercial law, a sufficient 


knowledge of the languages of the}. . 


countries in which one is to work, 
besids, of course, a detailed know- 
ledge of the goods to be hundled and 
the special requirements of the 
individual business, which can be 
learned ‘only in the business itself.” 
How many clerks or even merchants 
in Shanghai could pass a good ex- 
amination in these principles ? 
Professor Jenks points out that 
there is a general idea thar all that, 
is wanted is that America shall sell 
more of her products in the Orient. 
It is forgotten “that, in the long 
run, a country must pay for what 
she buys, and that, speaking general- 
ly, she must pay for the goods which 
she purchases by goods which she 
sells. There are exceptions to and 
modifications of this rcl , which are 
noticed, but, “in whatever way we 
“explain the matteras regards details, 
it is still clear that the citizens of 
a country, by their labour or by 
their c-pital, must in some way pay 
for the goods which that country 


buys.” 

The Oriental markets have se- 
parate conditions and must be con- 
sidered separately. They sre: (2) 
the Philippine Islands; (b) China, 
including Manchuria ; (0) Japan, in- 
cluding Corea; (d) the minor 
countries, The Government of the 
Philippines is naturally friendly to 
the States. What is known as 
Manila hemp, a fibre for which no 
real substitute has yet been found, 
comes exclusively from the Philip- 

ines, and the present output of, 
hemp could easil¥ be trebled. This 
means a demand for American 
machinery and steel, and the in- 
creased wealth thus brought 
to the islands would Jead to an in- 
creased demand for American pro- 
ducts. There is also room for a 
great increase in the production of 
tobacco, sugar, and cocoanuts, by 
which again there would be a great 
increase in the wealth of the islands 
and their purchasing power. “Still 
further investments: in the building 
of railroads, of electric roads, of local 
steamship lines, of sawmills, and of| 
other industries in the Philippines 
would carry out this’ same principle 
of increasing the trade of our home 
country as well as of the Philippines 
themselves, through the- develop- 
ment of their wealth by American 
investments, They will not buy 
much more thar they’ do now, until 
vhey can sell more.” ‘ 


There are some differences in the 
situation in China. The exchange 
problem increases the risks of busi- 
ness here. The Chinese ai the moment 
are inclined to be unfriendly toward 
American trade, says the Professor, 
owing “to the very unfriendly at- 
titude of some of the people of the 
United States in connection with 
Chinese immigration and the rude 
treatment of cultivated Chinese at 
times by our immigration officials, 
In order to extend business in 
‘any country, the dealings with that 
country, both of the Government 
and of private merchants, must be 
first, honest, and second, courteous, 
There are many lines of investment 
in Chinese enterprises which, besides 
furnishing adequate returns on 
capital, will in turn encourage 
American exports to China, Not 
only may railroads and mines be 
developed—Professor Jenks has evid- 
ently not realised the presnt attitude 
of the Chinese Government,—but 
such industries as the immense silk 
industry are managed by antiquated 
methods, and new capital and modern 
methods would give them an enor- 
mous development.” The Professor 
does not dwell at all on Manchuria, 
merely remarking that it is hard to 
tell whether in future its conditions 
will be assimilated to those in China 
or to those in Japan. 

The conditions in Japan are quite 
different from those in China, In the 
first place the monetary condition is 
satisfactory. Thon the Japanese are 
quite able to look after their own en- 
terprises and industries, and again, 
foreigners do not think thab the 
Japanese Government has always 
treated them fairly, and they have lit- 
tle confidence in the Japanese Courts. 
The minor countries are dismissed by 
Professor Jenks in a couple of lines. 

Space fails: us to notice the Pro- 
fessor’s suggestions at length. He 
dwells again on the necessity to con- 
sult the tastes of the buyers, which 
American manufacturers and mer- 
chants, he says, are not sufficiently 
anxious to do, while the Germansa-d 
Japanese are very careful on this 
point, Then American packing is 
inferior, and American dealers are 
averse to the long credits given by 
English and German :firms.- It is 
most important, too, to secure a 
reputation for fair and courteous 
dealing, politically and commercially, 
and the record of the Canton-Hankow 
railway, on which the Professor writes 
at some length, “has so discredited 
our Government and our business 
men that the small amount of money 
made by a few private speculators 
has been lost hundreds of times over 
by the loss of national and business 
prestige thereby incurred.” It is 
justly remarked, however, that 
“ Americans, as ‘a rule, are. more 
kindly and ‘more courteous in their 
treatment of the Chinese than are 





others.” 


The young man coming to Cliina 
must acquaint himself with the prin- 
ciples of extraterritoriality, and the 
leading points in the commercial laws 
of European coun'ries, He must 
know all about the goods in which he 
proposes to deal. He must learn at 
any rate to speak commercial Chinese, 
He must study Chinese customs so 
as to be ready to seize opportunities. 
He must thoroughly learn the prin- 
ciples of money, banking, and foreign 
exchange, and he must have a 
thorough training in economics. This 
is a pretty full programme, Then 
the United States should do every- 
thing in its power to invite Chinese 
students to its colleges, and finally, 
it must be always kept in mind “that 
tolerant, liberal, fair dealing is the 
only wise policy from the business as 
well as from the moral point of view, 
This principle needs particularly to 
be emphasised in connection with 
the Orient, and with other countries 
less developed in commercial and 
manufacturing methods thao our 
own, because the temptation is always 
stronger to denl unfairly with those 
unversed in Western methods, and 
because, ns a matter of fact, the 
attempt has been .nade and in miany 
cases successfully, both by govern- 
ments and by individuals, to exploib 
unfairly many of the Orientals.”

Mr. Arcuipatp Lirrtr’s latest 
book, with the above title, printed 
at Oxford at the Clarendon Press, 
and published by Mr. Henry Frowde, 
the publisher to the University, is 
one of those books which, when they 
reach us, make us wonder how we 
have doue without them so long. Ib 
is certainly the most interesting of 
the series of “ Regions of the World” 
books, of which it is the sixth. To 
describe such a vast area of the 
world’s surface, and such a series of 
countries and people, in a volnme of 
344 pages, is a great undertaking for 
an author who can only devote “ the 
intervals of business” to the work ; 
our wonder increases when we realise 
that not only has the author achieved 
a remarkuble accuracy in his descrip- 
tion, but that, assisted by a personal 
acquaintance with the greater part 
of the region he describes, bis work 
is so far from being a dry compilation, 
that it is actually fuscioating to read, 
Mr. Little’s style is so pleasant, eo 
clear and flowing, that the reader 
may open it at any point and be sorry 
when he has to put it down, While 
it is primarily geographical, as Mr. 
C. C. Adams says, it is saturated 
from beginning to end with the prac- 
tical aspects of the countries as 
they are seen today. It-is the. mis- 
sion of the writer to place before usa 
clear and succinct account of the 





human factoss, and of the. physical 
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enyironmént that has helped to shi 
their, character and destiny. No 
resident or traveller in thé Far East 
can afford now to be without.”this 
book. In geographies gerierally we 
do not expect to fini, and we do not 
find, more than » description ‘of the 
physical feattires of a country, the 
height of its mountains, the width of 
its rivers, the position and population 
ofits towns ; Mr. Little fills in this 
sketch with’ interesting “details from 
the vast stotes of knowledge he has 
acquired’ by reading, conversation 
and, personal experience. ‘The fucts' 
he gives. us are illuminated by the 
impressions actual contict has stamp- 
ed on a mind gifted with unusual 
powers, of observation ; and the result 
as we rénd is ns if we were listening to 
the, thoughtful ¢onversation of an 
intelligent traveller. 

: Of the seventeen chapters into 
which the book is divided, the first 
is inken up with the definition of the 
term, “The Far East.” In this 

















are properly included “the Chinese 
Empire with jts peripheral depen- 
dences, Siam and Annam, the outly- 
ing peninsula of Coréa,and the island 
empire of Japan in’ the extreme 
East.”

The charm ‘of Mr. Little’s book, 
however, lies’ iot so much in the 
strictly geographical element, as in 
the incidental ‘talk. This gives the 
bdok its encyclopedic character, and 
anyone who takes it up has only to 
Inok at the index to see what a vast 
nuinber of topics’it embraces. . It 
will be an indispensable companion 
to all histories of and books on 
China; a stiindard by which to cor- 
rect the stitements of the men one 
meets who “know all about China.” 
Among the numerous disquisitions 
which adorn ‘these pages, one ‘of 
the most interesting is the detailed 
account of the wonderfal hydraulic 
works—“the most elaborate system 
of irrigation concéivable”—in the 

reat Chéngta plain in’ Szechuan 
But for them, we are told, “the 
southern portion of the ‘plain would 
be a marsh and the northérn a desert 
of boulders; the fldor‘of the old’ lake 
bed:is composed almost throughout 
of boulders and pebbles.” ‘This bas 
been turned into what is’ now the 
garden of Szechuan by th» genius of 
two men, Li Ping, the first hereditary 
Governor of Chéngtu, who was ap- 
pointed to that post by the Tsin 
some 200 years B. C., and his son, Li 
the Second, whose surnaie alone has 
survived. “Through all the chanyes 
of dynasties’ aad political virmoils 
of which Szechuan has been the 
scene, we read, in’ the “native ‘history 
of the province, that the: annual 
alternate damming of the rivers ‘and 
the digging out of their beds—which 
may be seen in operation té-day'in 
the’ winter season—has ‘never ‘been 
‘pretermitted, and this hile through- 
out the empire generally’all the gree 
works of old have’ been rained by 
neglect and’siifferéd to fall into irré- 
phrable"décay.” " We ‘niention this 
merely ‘as’ one example ‘of’ the: thio:

The book before us is not a narrative, 
but mainly a collection of contemporary 
records. ‘There is first a general desorip- 
tion of the island, followed by 123 docu- 
ments relating to’ Church work in 
Formosa during the period ; a hundred 
pages then deal with Koxinga’s conquest ; 
after which follow an Appendix, with an

little assistance. Of course we could de- 
stroy the German fleet, but that would do 
little if anything towards crippling her in 
a war with France. To be pro-German in 
these days is almost as big an offence 
to be pro-Boer in the days 
of the South Afrioan war; but no-one 
here wants a war with Germany, aud if 
it should appear that the first effect of 
the Anglo-Fronch Entonte has been to 
bring us to the edge of war, there will, I 
believe, bo a good deal lets enthusiasm

supply should, contain. more than 12.per

Tn America carburetted. water-gas is 
very largely used in many -cases without 
admixture with coal gas, and I: am . not 
aware of any restriction being placed.on 
its supply. 

In Germany, where, the gas. supply. 
usnally consists‘of a mixture of coal. and 
water-gases, the: percentage of carbonic: 
oxide is kept below 15 per cont, equal to 
approximately 25 per cent. of water-gis 
in the mixture.- 

Having regard to the extremely poison- 
ous nature.-of carbonic: oxide, of which. 
normal water-gas contains approximately, 
40 ,por..cont, I.am :strongly: of opinion 
that no gas-.supply should. contain. more:

eloquent of the giving up of individual 
Preferences” —a little more giving up 
would do it.

OPENING OF THE FIRST SECTION.

The good people of Naziang saw signs 
and wonders on Saturday and trooped 
out in their bundreds to mark and noi 
abroad what they had seen. Thoy wero 
simultaneously invaded by two definite 
symbols of western civilisation—the first 
railway train and the first silk hat—and 
he would be venturesome who would tell 
which they admired the more. For 
admire they undoubtedly did. The: 
innovations were being countenanced by 
tho high and important among the gentry 
of the province, they were the objects 
therefore of an approved curiosity, and 
rumour had it, moreover, that they were 
to bring prosperity, if not wealth, behind 
them. For all of which reasons the 
train and its heavy freight of mandarins, 
native and foreign, was quietly but not 
Jess warmly welcomed. 

Tt was only in April last year that HE, 
Shéng Kungpao, as Director-General of 
Railways in this province, cut tho first 
‘tod of the railway which by linking up 
the groat port of Shanghai with the great 
southern capital of China is destined to 
be, though comparatively short, one of the 
most important of the many trunk lines 
now to be constructed throughout the Em- 
pire. Not much has been heard of the 
progress of the work during those inter- 
vening eighteen months, but instead of 
talking there has beon doing, with the 
result that the completion of the building 

already in sight. The opening of a 
jort section of twelve miles on Satur- 
day is mainly significant because it re- 
veals that the sections beyond are all 
well advanced, and the sanguine on the 
Board of Directors ate hoping to see the 
service through to Soochow in the Spring 
and perhaps to Nanking in the Autumn. 
‘Mr. Shén Tun-ho’s desires may have run 
away with his belief alittle at Saturday's 
auspicious function, but it is certainly 
true that it will be possible, unless most 
unforeseen events occur, to travel by (rain 
to Nanking very much sooner than most 
foréigners bad anticipated.;

But 
ofa trade in goods or country produce, 
there are still unfortunately only very 
few signs. And this is partly due to the 
fact that for a distance of nearly one 
hundred miles almost parallel to the 
railway, there is water-transport available 
which ‘taps much of the mountainous 
districts of extreme Southern Corea. 
The blue Nak-tong river still carries all 
the rice and cereals, which the country 
-offers for export, to Fusan, and of other 
‘things there are here scarce any traces, 
Fusan, it is truo, is rapidly benefiting by 
the railway and its Japanese population 
has risen from 11,000 in 1904 to nearly 
15,000 people in 1905. Butalthough the 
hugo reclamation scheme at the terminus 
port is now practically complete and has 
provided godown and wharfing accom- 
modation for all the trade that is likely 
to be found here for many years to come, 
it is clear that not until industries and 
mining flourish in Southern Corea can it 
have any real international importance. 
It is indeed to extonta “Dalny,” 
with the reservation that its extreme 
proximity to Japan—being only separated 
‘by a hundred miles of water—and its 
strategical position at the gates of the 
Sea of Japan, give it an importance 
which it otherwise would not enjoy. It 
isa “Dalny,” because the hopes which 
‘were everywhere popularly cherished a 
year or two ago, that it would become the 
‘true terminus for the Asiatic continent, 
-as its geographical position would at first 
‘sight seem to indicate, are doomed to 
disappointment. For in Northern Corea, 
‘as it will shortly be seen, there is an 
enormously. broad river near Anju, 
the Ohyong-chyong river, which breaks 
into two immense arms at the railway 
crossing and cannot therefore be bridged, 
‘and which in flood-times is so dangerous 
that it is almost foolhardy to steam 
across it, whilst in winter it is encum- 
dered with ice. This makes all of 
through traffic impossible. And, again, 
once you are across the Yalu‘a few hours 
con the Décauville military railway, which 
pushes so boldly vid Fénghuangchén, 
through frowning ranges of hills an 
mountains and has to overcome immense 
physical dificulties, prove to one even 
more forcibly that a commercial railway 
in South Eastern Manchuria connecting 
with the Corean trunk system would 
swallow up such vast sums in its 
construction as to make it to-day a 
financial impossibility. Gone, therefore, 
are the hopes—at least for a generation 
or two—that Fusan is to be the railway 
end of Asia ; it can only be the terminus 
for small volume of Corean trade, a 
trade largely depending on the amount| 
cof capital invested in the country. And 
jn the matter of Japanese population 
‘Fusan is certain soon to be surpassed by 
‘the towns of mid-Corea. 

And as you push onwards towards Tai- 
ku, the principal purely Corean city of 
tho South, you soon understand why the 
Japanese syndicate which obtained the 
ceoncession to build this line as far back 
‘as in 1898 merely played with coustruc- 
tion until just before the war when the 
Government stepped in and hurried on 
‘the work in various ways, The game 
must have seemed hardly worth the 
candle even for s patriotic Japanese 
venture. Mountains and hills are tum- 
bled so close together here, barrenness is 
so conspicuous on every side, that it re- 
quired a guaranteed debenture interest, a.

An inquiry into the circumstances at- 
tending the death of W. M. Arthur was 
opened. Mr. Arthur died from s wound 
in the throat received the same morning. 

Sister Angel, of the General Hospital, 
identified the body. The deconsed was 
one of her pationts and he was admitted 
to the hospital on the 15th inst, At 
11.80 a.m, witness left deceased to go to 
dinner and when she returned found 
him lying on the bed with his throat cut. 
There was a boy in attendance, but he 
had just left the room to bring a patient 
out of the operating room. 

Tho inquest was adjourned to 2 p.m. on 
the 20th inst. 

Shanghai, 20th Novemb 

‘This adjourned inquest was conclud 

Dr. R: J. Marshall said that on Friday, 
17th November, at 1.45 p.m. he went to 
‘the General Hospital and saw the deceas- 
ed, who had his throat cut from ear to 
ear. Witness recognised the man as one 
whom he had sent to the Hospital the 
previons Wedcesday, and who was suffer- 
ing from typhoid fever, Witness had seen 
him previously that day when ho was 
‘The nurse reported that he had 
passed a good night and seemed better. 
On Wednesday deceased had rather high 
fever, but on Thursday it was not so high. 
He was rather depressed and was ill 
some days before he was sent to witness 
by Mr. ay, the secretary of the St. 
Andrew's Society. There had been no 
report of deceased’s having shown signs 
of delirium. ‘I in the throat was 
very complete in its severance. Tho 
deceased was abont 35 years of age. 
Suicidal mania did sometimes occur in 
cases of typhoid or acute fever without 
necessarily any previous delirium. 

Joseph Henry Worth deposed that he 
saw the deceased on the 10th inst., wh 
he went to the Sailors Home witl 
order from the St. Andrew's Society. 
Ho remained at the Home from 3 o'clock 
on the 11th until 9 o'clock on the 16th. 
The first witness heard of him being in 
Hospital was a lotter from Mr. Lindsay, 
who asked witness to look after deceased's 
things while he was in Hospital. Witness 
later received two chits from deceased to 
have his things sent to him at the 
Hospital. Witness did not know any- 
thing about deceased, ‘but Mr. Prentice, 
he understood, did.’ (The letters belong 
ing to deceased which were found at 
the Hospital were produced.)

| letters had beon pieced together, and 


witness believed they were from 4, Royal 
Crescent, Glasgow. 

‘The Coroner found that William Muc- 
kenzie Arthur died on the 17th November 
in the General Hospital by cutting his 
throat with a razor while suffering from 
typhoid fever.

Davah Singh, sworn, said he was a 
watchman employed at Taikoo Wharf, 
Pootung.

Ho last saw tho 
deceased alive at 8 p.m. on the 10th 
instant. Deceased was then on duty.

‘The body was found near the No. 3 wharf 
where the water was deep. The body 
was afterwards taken to the Mortuary. 
Witness thought deceased was about 
twenty years of age, He had only been 
employed at Taikoo Wharf a few day 

Heu Heiac-fung, cautioned, said ho 
was employed as 8 wharfman at 
the Taikoo Wharf, Pootung, and knew 
the deceased, whom he last saw alive 
at 10 p.m. on tho 10th instant. Seeing a 
thief attempting to steal some sugar, the 
decoased gave chase, He chased tho 
thief from the No. 3 Wharf (Taiko) to 
Jardines’ wharf, where there was a 
foreshore, The thiof ran into the water 
and the deceased followed him. Witness 
saw the water come up to their necks 
and then they suddenly disappeared. It 
was not very dark at the time. Near the 
shore the water not deep, but 
further out it was deeper. In addition 
to the deceased, five other men chased 
the thief, but as the other men could not 
swim they did not enter the water. The 
deceased caught hold of the thief before 
they wont down. 

Wang Kah-mow, cautioned, corro- 
borated the evidence of the lust witness.

‘Hung-chien and witness. Kub told Lo 
that a ransom would not do. Fifty cents 
on every bale shipped would have to be 
paid by Lo Sung-wo to Vah Kah-der.

Mah Lao-dah and Tsong 
King-chee also assisted Kuh in this 
business. Letters and parcels for Veh 
Kah-der wero slways prepared the day 
before Kuh left for Tungchou. Witness 
know Ying Kwoi-shing. He often visited 
the shipping hong. ‘The Yuen Lai heng 
sign was changed to Tai Lai about the end 
of the th moon of this year, as Lo Sung- 
wo was afraid that it was well-known to 
the public that ho was connected with 
‘YVah Kah-der. It was proposed in the 
4th moon of this year that the old asso- 
ion of shareholders in the hong 
ould be dissolved and that Ying Kwei- 
shing should become sole owner.

‘THE enquiry is often made whether 
statistics have any value for the 
general public, Many people are of 
the opinion that the name stands for 
a dry mass of figures, nnd the work of 
the statistician is generally regarded 
as tiresome and unatiractive and of 
interest to a very limited class only. 
But this is far too hasty a criticism, 
for to the ordinary evaluations that 
fare secured by direct observation 
statistics add a more reliable insight 
into actual conditions, and in place 
of hollow-sounding phrases they may 
be made to give us material in 
accurate and easily available figures, 
Arbitrary prejudices, fables, ramours, 
and eloquent forms of speech may be 
made to give way for the truth. All 
statistics, however, do not fall within 
this useful category, for there are 
statistics and statistics, and the want 
of understanding of their use and of 
the limitations to their use on the part 
even of those engaged in their 
compilation is often almost incon- 
ceivable, As Mr, Leonnrd Courtney 
once said, “such a totting up of 
figures; such rows and cross rows 
of comparison, analysis, synthesis, 
hypothesis, all called in aid; and 
such beaming satisfaction at the 
result!” The most distinguished 
economist living has remarked that 
statistical tables can be regarded as 
of value only when they can be left 
out altogether and the accompanying 
Janation can be read intelligibly 


srithout looking at the tables. It will 


infrequently happea, as Carlyle 
aoe erchue tables of statistics will be 
“like cobwebs, or Tike the sieve of 
the Danaides, beantifully reticulated, 
orderly to look upon, but, which will 
hold no conclusion ;” while we may 
remember M, Thiers’ definition of 
statistics as the art of stating 
in precise language what one does 
not’ know; and although it may 
appear a truism, ib Is ‘not always 
remembered that to obtain accurate 
results correct methods must be 
employed, and that for purposes of 
strict comparison similar methods 
must be made use of. Indeed, unless 
we can draw some general inference 
from them, masses of figures are 
useless, and in order to collect them 
properly itis necessary in. the first 





place to know what sort of inferences 
we are expected to draw. If we are 
expected to interrogate the facts of 
human society we must know how 
to put the question. It too often 
happens that figures placed before 
ug are so ill-digested-as to bring out 
no result; or so ill-selected as to 
miss. the’ very point we wished 
to ascertain. ‘Suill, even defective 
methods and materials may convey 
their modicum of truth, and'to take 
again some words of Mr.° Leonard 
Courtney, “we may quote to one 
another with a chuckle the words of 
the wise statesman, lies, damned lies, 
statistics; still there are some easy 
figures which the simp'est must 
understand and the astutest cannot 
wriggle out of.” 

The more economic and social 
conditions beco.ae complicated and 
differentiated, and the more a nation 
takes its place as a world Power 
in war and trade, the more stitis- 
tics and statistical investigations 
become important. Napoleon said 
that: political statistics were the 
first step towards a budget of 
things, and without that budget 
there was no safety, Statistics give 
conclusions, as far as they may be 
reduced to figures, which may lead 
to the discovery of mistakes or weak 
points in existing administrative 
arrangements, and often a knowledge 
of those conditions is the first step 
towards improvement. It is indeed 
hardly too much to say that a well 
organised statistical system is the 
first step towards the growth of an 
economic conscience in a State,

FROM OUR LADY CORRESPONDENT. 
6th October. 
Trousseau Dresses. 

During the past fow weeks my time has 
beon largely occupied in assisting in the 
purchaso of a vory beautiful trousseau. 
Fashions in dress change so rapidly now- 
a-days that the bride, wishing to avail 
herself of the new autumn models, decided 
to leave the gowns to the last moment ; as 
a matter of fact most of them were only 
delivered on Friday and the wedding took 
place on Saturday, so they could hardly 
have beon more up-to-date,more especially 
as thoy all hailod from very smart houses, 
‘As a consequence of the very large amount 
of worry which all this shopping has en- 
tailed (more especially as the prospective 
bride first thought sho liked one style, and 
then another, and invariably ended by 
choosing something entirely different), I 
1 feel to have “chiffons” on the brain, 
80, for the possible edification of a coming 
le in Shanghai, I will describe a few of 
the dresses I helped to choose. 

I think the wedding dress was at once 
the simplest and daintiest I have seen 
for long time. My little friend was 
fair and exceedingly slight, so she 
needed good deal of flufiiness to give 
her importance. ‘The gown itself was 
of tho richest ivory satin, not oriental, 
but at the same timo beautifully soft 
though so full of substance. Round the 
bottom of the skirt wore numerous little 
frills of very silky chiffon, arranged so as 
to form festoons, which ran up at each 
seam to the height of about twelve in- 
ches in front and nearly double that dis- 
tance behind; each festoon was finished at 
the top with a qmall spray of o1 
blossoms and from this hung two bel 
made of very finely tucked and drawn 
chiffon with just a bud of the blossom in- 
side. These bells were quite the feature of 
the dress and they were most exquisitely 
made, quite on the model of a real church 
bell. "The bodice, which was of swathed 
satin nearly covered with priceless old 
lace, was also ornamented with tiny bells 
and they were used to hold together the 
satin epaulettes or outer sleeves which 
partly covered the inner drawn ones of 
chiffon. As is most’ usual now, the bodice 
was in reality infended for evening wear 
and was quite low, but a dainty yoke of 
tucked chiffon, decorated with motifs of 
drawn chiffon converted it into a day 
dress and will also make it useful for re- 
staurant wear if necessary.
